Claims 1-37 and 56-60 are now pending in the application. Claims 38-55 have been 
cancelled without prejudice. 

At pages 2-4, the Office Action rejects Claims 46-49 and 51-54 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) 
as being anticipated by Walton et al. (U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2004/0082356). 
At pages 4-5, the Office Action rejections Claims 50 and 55 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Walton et al. in view of Bjorklund et al. (U.S. Patent No. 7,126,926). Claims 
46-55 have now been cancelled. Therefore, Applicant respectfully submits that these rejections 
are moot and should be withdrawn. 

Applicant may not have presented all possible arguments or have refuted the 
characterizations of either the claims or the prior art as found in the Office Action. However, the 
lack of such arguments or refutations is not intended to act as a waiver of such arguments or as 
concurrence with such characterizations.
